To the Editor of the Herald: 
Crncinnatr, Monnpay Mornine. 

Sir:—I have noticed your editorial! in this 
Mmorning’s paper. You gentlemen of the press 
do not, (so it appears to me) understand Mr. 
Wilmot’s position. (I may not myself.) A 
few days after the adjournment of Congress, I 
had some cOnversation with a member, in rela- 
tion to the non-extension of slavery. I. may 
say here, that I have been disappointed—that 
some other account of, what is called Wr. W.’s 
resolution, other than that of its paternity, by 
Mr. B. of your State, has. not been given to 
the public. I judge from what this gentleman 
told. me, some other account could be given. 
It was intended by those who were instrumen- 
tal in the framing of this resolution, or perhaps 
I might say, in getting it up; and the under cur- 
rents, and management used to place this reso- 
lution in Mr. W’s hand, ran so deep, were so 
far removed from Mr. W.’s vision and penetra- 
tion, that he was quite ignorant what was going 
on; and the intention was, to injure him at the 
White House, without, perhaps, the managers 
anticipating it would essentially benefit him at 
home. I know Mr. W, personally, knew him 
when he entertained different political senti- 
ments from what he does at this time. I know, 
that in ’38 when Dr. Horton, a Democrat and 
an Abolitionist, came to ToWanda, the place of 
Mr. W.’s residence, and obtained permission to 
occupy a room in the Court House, that a gen- 
tleman accompanying Dr. H. might deliver an 
abolition lecture; that fire and lights were pre- 
pared, bell rung, citizens assembled, meeting 
organized; that Mr. W. rose, and commenced a 
spech-which occupied the entire evening, (de- 
signedly so) and consequently designed to frus- 
trate the objects of the meeting; and that when 
he concluded, such confusion and uproar suc- 
ceeded, if not by extinguishing the lights, (and 
I’m quite certain they were) that the meeting 
broke up. I heard Dr. H. say, that if he was 
to receive such treatment from his political 
friends, he would have nothing more to do with 
them. I left the county the next spring. I 
believe the Liberty party in that county, and in 
one of the other counties in that congressional 
district, were organized in the summer and fall 
of ’39. I believe that Dr. H. was nominated, 
or that he expected to be on the Liberty ticket 
last fall, for Congress; but that Mr. W.’s reso- 
lution, and such other appliances and influences 
as may be conceived, were brought to bear on 
gentlemen of influence with the Liberty party 
to give their support to Mr. W., and hence his 
election, by a very small majority. Bradford 
county has,I think, given 1600 majority for 
the Democratic ticket.

Constitution, a jury is to be made answerable to 
lawless mob? 

The statement of this affair, which will be 
fully sustained by the officers of the court, taken 
in connection with that most unreasonable and 
infamous slander of the Elizabethtown Register, 
the very tone and tenor of which stamps it 
with the ie, should, in the minds of an-impar- 
tial public, brand with falsehood the many 
reports that are industriously cireulated in 
Meade county, intended to excite the mob to 
greater acts of violence. Nor need it be ex- 
pected that I should descend to answer sever- 
ally these falsehoods of the Register. But I 
did, in reply to some remarks of the jury, state 
that it was not a question for me to take into 
consideration, whether the prisoner was a slave 
or free, but that she should receive, at my 
hands, a fair and impartial trial, regardless of 
color or condition. And I now declare before 
high heaven and the world that never did a 
juror discharge the duties imposed upon him 
with more integrity of purpose and a greater 
sense of the obligations resting upon him, both 
toward the prisaner and the county, than gov- 
erned my course on that accasion.

With a character 
for personal purity superior to that of most poli- 
ticians, and abilities of an intellectual order se- 
cond to none, without entertaining views on that 
subject radically different from many others, he 
has nevertheless, by his boldness in stating the 
true grounds of his doctrines, and in pushing 
them to their extremities, acquired for himself a 
notoriety as the apostle of Slavery, as fatal to 
his present power, as to his future fame. 

The argument of Mr. Calhoun in favor of the 
institution is summarily this. There must al- 
ways be, at any rate,there are now, substantially 
but two classes in society, the rich and the poor, 
the capitalist and the laborer. In a state of 
freedom, the interests of-these two classes are 
antagonistic; a state of hostility continually ex- 
ists between them, in which by the power of 
money under the arrangements of society, the 
employer is enabled to keep his laborer in a 
state of degrading vassalage. This is witnessed 
in the manufacturing establishments of England, 
and is becoming apparent in the free States of 
this confederacy. The condition of the laborer 
is represented as most wretched and hopeless.— 
But when, as under the system of Slavery, the 
capitalist owns the laborer, their interests are 
identical. It becomes the interest of the owne: 
to provide for the slave, as well as for his horse, 
in order that he may keep them both in work- 
ing order, and when he becomes too old or too 
feeble to perform his labor, he still has a claim 
by law to support from his master. ‘This argu- 
ment is stated by an ingenious and ardent ad- 
mirer of Mr. Calhoun, in a recent communica- 
tion to the Cincinnati Enquirer, which, how- 
ever, took occasion to dissent from the views of 
its correspondent on the subject. We give the 
extract: 

“The oppositien to African slavery is confined 
chiefly to New,and Old England—countries emi- 
nently commercial and manufacturing. ‘The 
sentiment does not exist to much extent in the 
agricultural nations of Europe, or the rural pop- 
ulation of this country. Commerce is undoubt- 
edly hostile to all distinction of class, except 
one—that of money—between the rich and 
poor. Because all other distinctions lessen the 
value of money, being things not under its com- 
mand. The money power, like every other kind 
of power, aims to be paramount and exclusive. 
It aims at a form of civilization of its own, 

’ ghowy and sensual. Luxury is paraded on_ its 
person, its habitation, its board—luxury collect- 
ed from every clime where money finds its 
slaves. For money has a slavery of its own—— 
that of want—a slavery far more extensive and 
despotic than that of the African, which is the 
slavery of a superior, over an inferior race.— 
This slavery, however is maintained on the part 
ef the masters by very different traits of charac- 
ter from those by which money is acquired. 
The subjection of one race to another can be 
established only by the superior courage, capa- 
city and character of the latter. The ascen- 
dancy must be moral as well as physical— 
because the parties are in immediate proximity. 
But by means of money, the most imbecile of 
mind or body may control the labor not only 
of their equals, but of giants.” 

Although Mr. Calhoun has received most ot 
the odium of originating a view of the subject 
revolting to all the instincts and judgments of a 
community, a majority of whose members are 
included in that class, which he would enslave, 
yet his opinions are very generally entertained 
by those who excuse the continuance of Ameri- 
ean slavery, and are held even by some who 
profess to be opposed to it. No argument is 
more commonly urged in its favor, than that the 
slaves of the South, are more happy, contented 
and better taken care of, than the laborers of 
the North. 

The argument is false throughout. Its premises 
are untrue. It is untrue throhgh all of its terms 
and absurd in its conclusion. ‘The intensity of the 
fallacy increases with every step in the reasoning. 

We could easily save ourselves the trouble of 
examining it in detail, by appealing from its 
iame logic, to the unerring and ever truthful 
instincts of every unperverted mind. We need 
only ask one of those humble but independent 
men, whe supply their daily wants with their 
daily toil, whether he would exchange his lot, 
hard as he may think it, sometimes it may be, 
oppressed with the fear of want, for that of the 
sleekest slave in any palace in the South, to get 
the natural reply of the human heart to all 
such sophistications. There is something in the 
idolatry of liberty. There is something inesti- 
mably precious in freedom. Those who have 
prefered death to slavery are worthy to be 
thought heroes. The natural instincts of the 
soul of man are the best logicians; and strongest 
among them all, is a deep and ineradicable 
adoration of his own free will. It will suffer all 
things but the annihilation of its own responsi- 
bilities. 

But the argument is, that this state of—tree-] 
dom, as you call it, has no freedom at all. It is 
a worse state of slavery, than that which you 
condemn. Now thiswedeny. This cant about 
the vassalage of the poor laborer to the rich 
capitalist isthe grossest exaggeration. The term 
of slavery applied to it, is an extravagant hyper- 
bole, justified alone by a slight analogy between 
some of its tendencies and those actua] and tan- 
gible results which in Mr. Calhoun’s favorite 
system, have always appropriated the world 
detested name of slavery. Every thing which 
can with the slightest propriety’ be stigmatized 
as slavery, must indeed, be odious, as having at 
east one point of resemblance, to a system 
which is the consummation of every thing 
brutal, in the annihilation of every thing human. 
Besides the condition of the laborer in a state 
of freedom, is not what it is represented to be. 
In this country at least, it is not true that money 
amekes one man the vassal of another. It can 
mever be so, when political power i4 shared 
equally by individuals, a controlling majority of 
whom must always be in that class which is 
supposed subject to oppression. There is no 


opportunity wanting in this country for the} 


acquisition of independence. Jt is worse than 
folly to talk of the position of the laborer inthis 
country, as any thing else than honorable and 
independent. And the condition of the poor in 
Europe, we believe, to be greatly misunderstood. 
We do not doubt, that many of the accounts of 
their poverty and distress are exaggerated.— 
There is, at any rate, a sure escape from all such 
evils in the broad and upoccupied plains of this 
glorious continent, which is ecressible to them 
all. 

But supposing these representations to be 
true, and we are willing to admit that the present 
are not the true and just relations of labor and 
capital, it does not follow that the only escape 
from these evils, is,to those of complete and

Whereas in our judgment the existing war with 
Mexico was not founded in any imperative 
necessity, such as may justify or excuse_.a} 
Christin natf6fi“for resorting to arms, and 
has now manifestly become an offensive war 
against a neighbor public; and whereas 
we have just grounds for anticipating that the 
territory which has already been occupied 
and which may hereafter be conquered, will 
become slave territory, and as such apply for 
admission to the Confederacy, and that its ad- 
mission as such, in connection with a mixed 
population degraded by ignorance and super- 
stition, and allied to us neither in interest, 
character nor language, will endanger the 
welfare, harmony, and perpetuity of the 
Union: therefore be it 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, That the honor and best interests of 
the nation will be subserved by a speedy end of 
the war with Mexico and the settlement of all 
matters in dispute by arbitration or negotiation. 
Resolved, That Vermont will not give its 
countenance, support, aid or assent, to the ad- 
mission into the Federal Union of any new 
State whose constitution tolerates slavery ; and 
does hereby appeal to each of her sister States 
to concur, in its own name, in this declaration. 
Resolved, ‘That the Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress from Vermont will in our 
judgment be heartily sustained by their constit- 
uents in earnestly supporting the principle as set 
forth in the foregoing preamble and resolutions, 
and in using all other just, constitutional and 
effective means to avert the tremendous evils of 
slavery, and resist its alarming encroachments 
upon the rights and interest of the non-slave- 
holding States. 

Resolved, 'That the governor be requested to 
transmit copies of the foregoing preamble and 
resolutions to the Executives of the several 
states, and to our Senators and Representatives 
in Cong ess, under the seal of the state and his 
signature of approval. 

Mr. Bill inoved to lay them on the table, and 
make them the order tor to-morrow afternoon. 
Mr. Harrington of M. deprecated the motion as 
just ground of offence to the majority of the 
House. Mr. French desired deliberate action, 
and pointedly intimated that Vermont had much 
to do with the subjects embraced in these reso- 
lutions; motion lost, 100 to 43. 

Mr. Harrington moved to amend the pream- 
ble by inserting “military despotism” before the 
word Mrxico-—lost. He moved to strike out 
the word arbitration in the last line of the first 
resolution ; lost. Mr. Jones’ moved to’strike out 
“arbitration or negotiation” and insert, “ and 
the immediate withdrawal of onr troaps from 
Mexico,”’—lost. 

Mr. French, of Williston, offered the follow- 
ing as an amendment: 

Resolved. By the Senate and. House of Rep- 
resentatives: ‘hat it stands proved by the diplo- 
matic correspondence of the United States gov- 
ernment, and other undoubted evidence, that the 
acquisition and annexation of Texas was sought 
by the leading influences in that movement for 
the purpose of strengthening and extending the 
system of slavery. 

Resolved, That whatever other reasons may 
have existed against the annexation of Texas, 
the great, the true, the eternally invincible ar- 
gament against that scheme was, that it was 
sought to be, and was, annexed as a slave-hold- 
ing state. 

Resolved, That it is no cause of congratula- 
tion with the people of Vermont, that the ex- 
tension of the borders of this Union is preceded 
by the fire and sword of war, and followed by 
the clanking chains and broken hearts of human 
bondmen. 

Resolved, That the present war with Mexico, 
being unnecessary and unjust in its inception, 
must be unjust in its continuance; and that the 
responsibility of its present existence rests as 
well upon those who voted men and supplies for 
carrying it en, as upon those who approved its 
commencement. 

Resolved, That it is the highest interest as 
well as the highest duty of the people of Ver- 
mont to oppose, not only the further extension, 
but the present existence of human slavery, mo- 
rally, religiously, politically, and (if there be any 
other) a// other honest ways.

pass told the truth. At } past 8 he saw a light 
to the left of the ship’s course. He supposed 
at first that it was that of a vessel, bufit proved 
to be a revolving one. Captain H., find- 
ing on his chart no revolving light, marked down 
any where in that region save that at the calf of 
Man, (the southermost point in the isle of Man,) 
supposed that he must have been deceived in 
regard to his rate of sailing, and that instead of 
being to the west of the Isle, he was to the 
south of it. There should have been two 
lights, but Capt. H. supposed that the weather, 
which had come on very dark and raiy at sun- 
down, obscured it. 

Under this impression, he turned the ship’s 
course again to the west till he supposed he was 
far enough west, and turned north again. In- 
stead of the light being at the Calf of Man, it 
was on St. John’s Point, where the chart did 
not show any—a cape on the northern side of 
Dundrum Bay, which lies west of the isle of 
Man, and he had outsailed his reckoning by 
fifteen miles. Of course when he turned north 
he ran ashore. 

He gives a statement of the measures taken 
to keep her off, and to get the people safely to 
the shore, and concludes by alluding to his 
many services rendered to the company, to the 
fact that he had commanded the Great Wes- 
tern in sixty-four voyages across the Atlantic, 
* asks in the light of these, an impartial 
judgment. 2 mA 

Per contra, the London Times sume all up 
-as in the following extract. 

“At half past five he has the Isle of Man on 
his right—he runs straight away by his own 
reckoning some 30 miles, and then jumps at a 
conclusion, at a quarter past 8, that he has this 
same island on his /ef?/ In what conceivable 
direction did he imagine he could have been 
running for the last three hours to bring the 
Calf of Man on his larboard bow? Had ke 
made the circuit of the island, or had he gone 
about for the Bell Buoy again? He saw a light 
which could not be a vessel’s light, and which 
his charts took no notice of at the point where, 
by his reckoning, he should have been. No 
doubt this was puzzling, and required perhaps 
a minute’s consideration. Either there was a 
light on some point unknown to himself and not 
noted in his charts, or he had been running for 
the last three hours a course so astoundingly 
strange that the land then on his right was now 
on his left, and he had been doing little more 
than spinning round on his heel from 5 o’clock 
to 8! Between these two probabilities he had 
to judge, and the ‘erfor’ of this ‘judgment’ is the 
measure of his culpability. He accepted the 
latter hypothesis. Rather than conclude that 
his chart had omitted a light, he at once embraced 
all the contradictions of thé other alternative, 
and reconciled them as he best could. The 
light in question was only gingle, and be knev 
that the Calf lights were double, yet he took i 
for granted that one might. be hidden by the 
weather. He knew he had been running at 
least 30 m

got round to bjs left. It shoyld have béen 
over his starboard quarter, yet” he is willing (6 
adinit that‘it is close on his larboard bow.— 
Anything rather than conclude that the light he 
saw was any light but that of the Calf of Man. 
This is Capt. H’s. ‘error in judgment,’ and a most 
serious and extraordinary error it appears ta us 
to be. Imagine a man coming up Whitehall to 
go tq St. Paul’s, with the instryctions that when 
he sees the obelisk light at Charing-cross he is 
to tury to the right and go straight on. He comes 
to the light, and takes the turping, walks for 
half an hour, and gets to Farringdon-street cross- 
ing, where he sees another obelisk light, of 
which he had heard nothing. He immediately 
concludes that this is the precise point which he 
passed before, and about which he must have 
been reyulving ever since; so he takes his turn 
to the right, and goes down Bridge-street, slap 
into the Thames.” __ 

The Chronicle concurs with the Times.

under the immediate command of Major,Gene- 
ral Butler had in the mean time advanc the 
direction of No. 1. The leading brigade, under 
Brigadier General Quitman, continued its’ ad- 
vance upon that work, preceded by three com- 
panies of the 4th infantry, while General But- 
ler, with the Ist Ohio regiment, entered the 
town to the right. ‘The companies of the 4th 
infantry had advanced within short range of the 
work, when they were received by a fire that 
almost in one moment struck down one-third of 
the officers and men, and rendered it necessary 
to retire and effect a conjunction with the two 
other companies then advancing. Gen. Quit- 
man’s brigade, though suffering most severely, 
particularly in the Tennessee regiment, contin- 
ued its advance, and finally carried the work in 
handsome style, as well as the strong building 
in its rear. Five pieces of artillery, a consider- 
able supply of ammunition, and thirty prisoners, 
including three officers, fell into our hands. 
Major General Butler, with the Ist Ohio regi- 
ment, after entering the edge of the town, dis- 
covered that nothing was to be accomplished in 
his front, and at this point, yielding to the sug- 
gestions of several officers, I ordered a retrograde 
movement; but learning almost immediately 
from one of my staff that the battery No. 1 was 
in our possession, the order was countermanded, 
and I determined to hold the battery and de- 
fences already gained. General Butler, with 
the Ist Ohio regiment, then entered the town at 
a point further to the left, and marched in the 
direction of the battery No. 2. While making 
an examination with a view to ascertain the pos- 
sibility of carrying this second work by storm, 
the General was wounded and soon after com- 
pelled to quit the field. As the strength of No. 
2, and the heavy musketry fire flanking the ap- 
proach, rendered it impossible to carry it without 
great loss, the 1st Ohio regiment was withdrawn 
from the town.” 

We think this settles the matter. 

The loss is thus stated; “Our loss is tweive 
officers and one hundred’ and* eight men killed ; 
thirty-one officers and thsee Hundred and thirty 
seven men wounded. That of the enemy isnot 
known, but is believed considerably to exceed 
our own.”

The bearer of despatches (Mr. McLane) from 
Washington, reached, on the 5th and expected 
to arrive at Monterey the 12th. 

The 2d Kentucky Cavalry, Col. McKee, had 
left for Monterey, and the 2d Ohio Regiment af 


Infantry was preparing to follow. 

“The dates from the capital are to the 27th 
ult.—The State of San Louis Potosi has pro- 
nounced against Gen. Salas, who filled the Ex- 
ecutive chair, in consequence of the attempts to 
raise the forced loan, and that State being desi- 
rous that Santa Anna himself, or some one ap- 
pointed by him, should fill the office. Several 
attempts having been made to assassinate Salas, 
he fled from the capital on the 25th, and sought 
refyge in Tucybaya, the place where Santa An- 
na resides when at the seat of gavernment. 
Senor Pacheco, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and Rejon, the Minister of Justice, had both re- 
signed, and Senors Jose Maria Lafragua was 
appointed in the place of Pachoco, and Don 
Eazuin Ladron de Guevera in the place of 
Rejon. 

Santa Anna in a letter, dated at San Louis 
Potosi on the 23d, addressed to the Executive 
government, disapproves of Salas leaving the 
capital, and in consequence of this, the latter 
returned on the 29th. 

Ampudia arriyed at San Louis Potosi an the 
2lst, and on the 23d the first brigade of his di- 
vision arrived fram Monterey. The ywtmost en- 
thusiasm, it is represented, was manifested in 
the State of San Louis Potosi, in aiding Santa 
Anna. So much so that he expected to raise 
20,000 men. What number of troops was at 
San Luis is not stated, Gen. Cortazur had or- 
ganized a brigade of volunteers, numbering 8,000 
from the haciendas of G jnato and San Luis, 
and at last accounts was marching from the city 

of San Luis with a part of his force. Gen. Va- 

lencia, was to have left Guanajuato about the 

end of last month for San Luis at the head of 
3,000 cavalry and 3,000 infantry.

statesman. Amongst others, the Boston Daily 
Star, a paper which stigmatizes the Daily Whig 
of the same place (the only Whig paper that 
we know, that is at all consistent on this point) 
and all its supporters and sympathizers as “ Pi- 
rates,” contains a leader, which seriously urges 
the impeachment of Mr. Polk.

We do not know what Gen. Taylor's exact 
iyggractions were: but we do know, that in pur- 
suance of the President’s ordefs, he marched 
from Corpus Christi and occupied the East bank 
of Rio Grande, in consequence of which, 
the American and Mexican armies came into 
collision upon the 8th and 9th of May. From 
these acts, fer which the President is responsi- 
le, resulted much expense and toss of life. For 
these he ought to bear the blame alone. Gen. 
Taylor succeeded in defeating the Mexicans, in 
diiving them beyond the Rio Grande, and in ta- 
king possession of Matamoras. He was not now 
in any danger.

21) which twelve or fourteen years ago, was es- 
timated at two or three thousand is now reduced 
to as many hundreds, being less than one half 
of one per cent on the whole 65,000”—destined 
to be still further reduced under the beneficent 
operation of Winter Night Schools established 
for the instruction of the elder portion of our 
youth, who have been debarred by any necessi- 
ty, or neglect from reaping the advantages of the 
day Schools, between the ages of 6 and 16. 


The Report contains a history of all the pro- 
ceedings with reference to the union of a portion 
of the School Fund and the Hugh’s Fund, in the 
establishment of a School for the education of 
females in the higher branches of knowedge not 
embraced in the ordinary Common School 
course. All further action is suspended by in- 
junction from the Court of Common Pleas, 
which is awaiting the final decision of the Su- 
preme Court. 

The Trustees also propose the establishment 
of a School with a higher grade of instruction 
than the others, and to which they shall be pre- 
paratory. It is considered important in reference 
to the proper education of females particularly, 
who may desire to fit themselves for teaching. 

We cannot speak too highly of the manner 
in which the Trustees and Visitors seem to 
have discharged their difficult and gratuitous 
trust. It is mainly to the disinterested and per- 
severing services of a body of men, contparative- 
ly small, that the city is indebted for her excel- 
lent system of education, and the benefidial re- 
sults which it has produced. The citizens owe 
them a debt of gratitude, which they cannot re- 
pay, in a more acceptable way than by sustain- 
ing and encouraging them in their efforts in the 
cause of education, and placing in their hands 
the necessary means to extend and perfect their 


groans to arise.

whe Commercial Vaiue ef the Nicro- 
scepe. 

The following article from the British Critic 
is interesting for the facts it discloses, as devel- 
oping a new value for that invaluable instru- 
ment for measuring small spaces and things. 
We now see how that which is valuable in Nat- 
ural History may be brought to bear even upon 
commercial business: 

“We lately had occasion to point out the ad 
vantages resulting from the study of the micro- 
scope, even in a commercial point of view, as 
exemplified more particularly in the article on 
the fraud practised by the dishonest leech-deal- 
ers, an account of which we gave a few days 
ago. We have now to direct attention to the 
means for detecting the adulteration of musk 
by the aid of the microscope,and for which we

But here is something fine, for I can see the 
gilt through the wrapper, which has already 
been broken. Yes; two beautifully bound vol- 
umes—the one entitled “ Common Prayer,” and 
the other, “ Proper Lessons to be read at morn- 
ing and evening prayer.’ <A present, as this 
little note, which reads, “with love from your 
affectionate wite,”’ plainly shows. Postage, nine 
dollars. 

And here are two volumes more, equally 
splendid; but they are “all Dutch” to me, for 
they are printed in German. These, too, are 
evidently presents. Let us see though if we 
cannot decipher the address. Oh yes—one is 
from a faithful son, and the other from an affec- 
tionate daughter, to their dear mother—Now 
this looks well. Those children love their mo- 
ther and are kind to her. What a pity she 
could not have received those handsome tokens 
of their affection. But the postage $13 125—it 
may be, prevented it. 

Nor is this all in the book line. On my word, 
look at the number of volumes in those pigeon 
holes! And see, too, what piles of music! 
Why “ Uncle Sam” has almost stock enough 
on hand-—for it will never be called for—to open 
a book and music store. Here are Bibles, an- 
nuals and other books, bound in. the richest 
style. “ Wright’s English Grammar,” among 
the rest appears in gilt and morocco, here is 
“ Sear’s Pictorial Illustrations of the Bible,” and 
there is a neat little volume, entitled “ Endemic 
Influence of Evil Government.” And what is 
this? Here is a smal] package, never opened, 
resembling a beok—and a book it is—a duode- 
cimo, done up in red morocco. “ Washington’s 
Valedictory Address” is the .title of this little 
volume, on the front leaf of which is written 
“Daniel Cobb, jr. Portland, 1818.” But, enough 
f books. 

What next? A pair of Indian moccasins, 
postage $2,20. Two silver watches—whose are 
they? A box of straw braid for bonnets, post- 
age ten times its value. A closely sealed bun- 
dle of Quito newspapers—burn them. ‘Tailors’ 
plates of the “ /atest tashions,”’ four years old— 
give them to the children. Five or six enor- 
mous deeds, beautifully executed on parchment, 
from old England ; and dry goods in any quan- 
tity. 

But stop here is another package securely 
sealed up, that also fooks like a book. Remove 
the wrapper and see. Yes-—“Campbell’s Po- 
ems”—and what else think you’ A miniature, 
set in a gold locket—the leaves of the book be- 
ing cut exactly in a form to receive it, thus lea- 
ving it embedded in the volume, as snugly as 
the toad in the granite. I[t is addressed to a la- 
dy, care of gostmaster, New York. 

And what’s here? Another bundle, never 
opened, and marked -“refused;” postage two dol- 
lars and seventy-five cents. Oh, meanness!— 
An old dirty stocking done up and addressed to 
some one, no doubt, with the vain expectation 
of satisfying a longing desire for petty revenge. 
Puppy! you have entirely failed this time; try 
again. aie: 

Hallo! here’s a theatrical cof, ‘all trimmed 
off with “glittering gold and diamonds.” Let’s 
try in on. 

Well, now, if this isn’t the last thing to send 
by mail—a pair of stout, iron bits. Wonder if 
they were intended for the reins of government! 

But, what have we come to here? A manu- 
script pamphlet of one hundred pages and over 
the postage on which is $4,25. ‘Scrapiada Po- 
etica, or Pieces Sentimental and Satirical, hasti- 
iy composed on board a man-of-war, by ——

So says the author. But let us look inside.— 
Ah, ‘Old Ironsides,’ is the man-of-war, on avhich 
our poet tunes his happy harp; he should not, 
therefore, write otherwise than well, that is cer- 
tain. 

And now let us take leave of the dead letter 
office and its ‘cabinet curiosities. You have 
already seen and informed your readers of the

We are glad to hear a good report of the-af- 
fairs of the Cemetery; During the month of 
October, the receipts from sales of lots amount- 
edto $1500, and it is supposed thet an equal 
sum will be realized in like manner in the 
months of November and December, This in- 
rease of sales is doubtless attributable in good 
art to the fact, that the price of lols is to be 
materially enhanced on the Ist of January 
next. And those who intend to purchase in 
this beautiful Rest of the Dead, it may be pro- 
per to suggest, would do well to avail them- 
selves of the time that is still to elapse before 
that enhancement takes place.. 

A number of lots have been handsomely im- 
proved and and ornamented during the past 
summer, and several very fine and expensive 
improvements commenced,that will be comple- 
ted next season. A survey of the grounds has 
been begun, under the direction of Dr. Locke, 
to be conducted in the same manner as the 
United States coast survey. 

We are informed that deeds have been en- 
graved on steel, in the very best manner of 
Messrs. Toppan, Carpenter & Co., surmounted 
by a vignette of the Entrance Gateway, as it 
willappear when completed.
